"Wc visited the home of Sergeant-Major 

Brown on our journey, who lives in a vciy lonely 

,' Bpdt along the coast. His wife and himself were 
greatly cheered by our visit. On account <=f 

. stormy weather wc were forced to anchor al! 
night in Edna Bay, This was quite a novel ex- 
perience, being out in a gasboat all night, hut 
the Sergeant- Major and comrades did their best 
to' make us comfortable. 'The ne>;t morning, 



bnght and early, ^e started on our journey to 
Kukc, which was an exceptionally rough irip,a.nd_ 
at limes. I ihpught our boat would not get 
through, the waves dashing "around so high but 
our Indian comrades brought us safely to the 
harbour at Kake, and we lauded ai 7 p.m. that 
evening, A big crowd of ihe natives were uu 
the shore to extend us a welcome. 

"At New Metlakatla we had the privilege of 
mtclliig ilic famous pioneer Missionary, the Rev. 
Mr. Duncan, who formed this village thirty years 
ago, and who has done a grand work for the 
natives. In this town The Salvation Army is the 
only denomination working, out of Mr. Duncan's 
Church. No children could be admitted, owing 
to the crowds anxious to atleild r but I arranged 
a special meeting for the. children, and.it was a 
delight to see and hear the children sing their 
Salvation songs. The spiritual results were three 
Seniors and twenty-nvo children for Salvation. 
TRIBUTE TO FAITHFUL OFFICER 

"Turing our visit to these places StarT-Capiimi 
Smith fa re we] led. The Indians were very sorry 
lo hear the news, seeing thai he has done so well 
amongst them. I would personally like Lo add 
that the Staff-Captain aud his wife have cer- 
tainly put in thirteen yCnr 5 of hard work and 
loyal service in lliii Province, hut their labours 
have been very successful, and it is a great joy 
la sec the amount of good which has been 

"The natives of Alaska love The Army uniform, 
and are anxious lo get into it as soon as they 
are enrolled. During our trip the Staff-Captain 
sold over ?300 worth of uniform at the various 
posts. 

"Aucr this wc returned to KclcUiken, where T ' 
fiucI gocid-hyc to Staff- Captain Smith, aud de- 
paned for Prince Rupert, where I was mer hy 
Adiinatit Mcrntt. We spent a very profitable 
week-end in Prince Rupert, the unlives, from Old 
Mttlaksitb being with us for the ^rviccs. We 
had splendid times, with eight seekers tor Holi- 
ness at our Sunday meeting. Captain and Mrs. 
Cooper are m charge here. Prince Rupert is not 
a Native Corps, but a great many natives attend 
the services at times. 



"On Monday wc started for Port, Simpson, anrl ' 
after a very rough passage, we arrived at thi* 
Mission Station and were welcomed by a. large, 
number of our native comrades. A meeting waq 
announced for the afternoon, and although on ai 
Mutiday r we were greatly surprised to see the? 
Hall packed for our Salvation meeting. Envoy, ; 
Offutt opened the meeting by calling upon thU ■ 
Chief of the Tiimshean Tribe to give us a wet- 
tuuic hucech. The Chief is a descendant of thti"" 
great Chief Legaic. His speech was as.followsjj 
TSIMSHEAN CHIEF'S SPEECH 

"I am very glad to speak for the chiefs anrrj 
people of Port Simpson. We, the chiefs arid prin- 
cipal people, wish tocxtcnrl In Hrlgadier McLeanf 
and Adjutant Merritt a he;irty welcome to thla . 
our village. There arc a Iol of sick people herd 
and we want you to doctor them. You "are a! 
great Salvation Army teacher, and I 'want yorf 
to instruct my children in the ngbt way.,' Wej 
heard that a wizard musician was coming here, 
and T would like to- tell you that the people hero 
are very musical and good singers, and will bej 
pleased to learn some new songs. We shall bis 
pleased lo hear you speak and the young cbici 
sfnjr and play. Again we wish you welcome.' I 

tL The comrades had the Canadian Fla^r flying 
over the Hall and a very beautiful welcome inottq 
was displayed over the platform 

''We had three meetings here, at which the! 
Hall was crowded, and ihe natives were charmed 
by the Adjutanfs songs and music 'on the con- 
certina. The last meeting continued from SJOj 
p.m. until 2.30 in the morning, without a break, 
and the spiritual results were magnificent. Wo 
have fifty good Soldiers on. the Roll at Port' 
Simpson, and the prospects for The Army in this 
place are very goud. During our visit hcra I] 
made arrangements for the opening of our wort ■ 
at Skidagate on the Queen Charlotte Islands. ,

Later, after a spell of fever and 
dysentery at' Mudros (on October 
21st), I was sent to a base depot, and 
ten days later was transferred to the 
Royal Irish Regiment, ' Garrison 
Battalion. The quartermaster was a 
Christian, and through his instru- 
mentality I was appointed "Acting 
Chaplain" to the battalion. 

Every Sunday X had two parades, 
one Bible Qass, and three voluntary 
services. In the week I held devo- 
tional, prayer, and Christian evi- 
dence meetings. 

■ On January 10th, I was reclaimed 
by the Medical Corps to work in the 
- — General Hospital. Even then I 
held prayer meetings in the open 
air. At first there were iv.'0, then 
four, and to-day the oqtcome is that 
in twelve-different parts of the war 
cone there are meetings held at 8.15 
nightly for prayer,. praise, and inter, 
cession. " 

Early in February, 1916, I was 
sent with — — General Hospital to 
Cairo. Souls were won, backsliders 
were reclaimed, and the Kingdom 
of God was extended.

When Paul 
preached Jesus, Lydia's heart was at 
once opened." She fiad never heard 
anythirig4ike it before in all her life. 
As thespeaker testified of hU own 
conversion Lydia became more and 
more.dceply impressed. More than 
- that, ehe was converted. She could 
not keep her heart barred against 
the iiqrd Jesas. She received Him, 
there aild then, as her Saviour

if one is to make a success of any- 
thing one roust make a full surren- 
der of oueself to it.

Now she 
was converted, her house should be 
God's house, her business the Lord's 
business. Whatever money she made 
in her trade department should be 
at the service of the work of God. 
The sincerity of Lydia and her 
interest in the spread of the Gospel 
in her city was soon and severely put 
lo the test. The cure of that one 
poor girl was the cause of a great 
disturbance, The men who traded in 
the poor ehild's weak-mindedness 
were furious, because Paul and Silas 
spoilt iheir show! They dragged the 
"two before the magistrates as dis- 
turbers of the public peace. That day 
Lvdia may have found herself, no- 
torious in the city by reason of her 
patronage of these prcaehers who 
had caused ihe riot. Not that either 
Paul or Silas came home to L>dia|s 
supper table that niglit. For they 
were being whipped and ill-tTeated 
in the prison, which, thank God, djd 
noi weaken Lydaia's faith. ,; 

As soon as they were released 
from prison they made straight fpr 
Lvdla's home. What a striking story. 
they had to tell! Qf ill. treatment, pf 
straps and stocks. Btit also of sengs 
at midnight. And of the shaking of 
the prison walls and the inrush of 
the jailer saying, "Sirs, what must I 
do to be saved?" Aud then of the 
conversion of the jailer and his 
household, ^ 

A Great Privilege 
As Lydia listened how her heart 
must have thrilled! Was it a dis- 
honour to be associated with such 
men? No. She must have thanked 
God for the privilege He had given 
her. She must have felt herself 
ready to give hospitality to these 
soul-savers for ever! _ _ 

But that could not be. The spirit- 
ual needs of other cities were calling 
them away, and Lydia, do what she 
would, eould not keep them a day 
longer. But did she continue to place 
her house and her possessions at the 
service of God's work? Had she 
learned so completely the biessed- 
nets of giving to God that she be- 
came ever afterwards the patroness 
of every good work? Did she con- 
tinue her business as heretofore and 
for the purpose of ministering to 
the wants of the poor and the exten- 
sion of the Gospel? Nothing is. more 
likely in consideration of the fact of 
her own conversion and- her know- 
ledge of what the Gosnel could do. 
Could She forget Paul? Presently, 
wheu this faithful- preacher- found 
himself in prison again, and at 
Pome, he tells how some friends at 
Philippi sent to him there, and- u mm- 
istered to his necessities..^ When he 
wrote his Epistle to the Philippians 
he expressly mentioned this. Had 
Lydia anything to do-with it? -/Bid 
the once-demented girl, whom Paul 
ha<I cured, contribute- to the £«t?

As- we listened the other day to 
Adjutant Adams relate e*ory after 
story of cases ho- has dealt with, we 
were amazed at the remarkable facts 
and Ftrange coincidences attending 
the finding- of missing persons. To 
merely state that so many persons 
arc found by The Salvation Army, 
each month does not convey much, 
idea oE this .work to anyone; but

spenes, as it were, and set the 
strange circumstances connected 
with each inquiry, -we must- co ifess 
that it rivals the most thrilling fic- 
tion. 

Here, for instance, is the sto:y of 
the search for a missing husbandi 
Thirty years ago this man left his 
wife in England and emigrated to 
Australia. Soon he ceased to v.'riie 
and all enquiries made by the an- 
xious woman were in vain. He sim- 
ply disappeared. Year* afterwards 
tbe woman came to Caiiada, and not 
long ago asked The Salvation Army 
to aid her in ending out if her hus- 
band were living or dead, ' The 
Army's machinery was at once put 
in motion," and it was discovered 
that the man had gone to New Zea- 
_ land, where' h/e had married again. 
The man himself wis dead, but his 
children and the woman' he had 
married were found 

When this news was communi- 
cated to his real wife she was much 
distressed, but felt very grateful to. 
The Army for Ending out the facts 
she wished to know. 

Enquiries for missing husbands 
are the most numerous, says the 
Adjutant. Here is another story of 
that description, but with a much' 
happier, ending. „ „' ' 

Some time ago a trusted clerk of 
a large fine took some money be- 
longing to his employers, thinking 
he could make it goodtefore its loss 
was discovered,. His plans- went 
astray, /batterer, and to escape tee- 
shame of. exposure he fled .fcpia.'thp. 
city, leaving his wife and fefflilrtff 
shift for themselves as best "tfiey 



could.: The. poor- wife; was heart- 
broken, at.-. her husband's i disgrace 
and desertion of- her, and asked.The 
Solvation Army to uy ; and locate 
him. 

Appealed to the Firm 

Meanwhile the- firm had put a 
detective on' the man's trail- and 
ilire-itened legal proceedings against 
the wife if "she did- not make good 
the stolen money. An Army OrTieer 
was sunt to appeal lu the firm l,i l, c 
lenient with the womsv., who" offered 
10 set work- arid pay back the money 
in iiiiSaliucuts. "After much persu- 
asion, the firm agreed to this plan. 

It was suspected that the "niaii 
wo-ild irv to g^L out oL 111'.- '.■'juniry. 
and an Army Olliccr wm -detailed tu 
watch the !>03t* leiving Montrca!, 
and report if any one tallying; with 
th£_ description givfc:i"V;i3 uii uoard, 
before lung the ma« was, located^ 
He was serving as a steward on an 
ocean-going steamer, under nn as- 
sumed name, ot. Course. The Army 
did not hand him aver to the police,' 
however. Instead ot that, our Of- 
ficer talked to him pointing out that 
his best course was to return home 
and manfully, face his troubles, as- 
suring him ' fhat .ihe Srrr t would not 
prosecute if he agreed to pay back 
the money. The man went home, 
and the meeting between husband 
and wife was inoit affecting. In due 
time he paid, off the debt and then' 
enlisted to serve his/country. He is 
uo w overseas, Such was tnc settle- 
ment of that Itltlc trouble, 

OE a rather different character 
was the ease of a railroad man in 
Canada, whose wife and family lived 
, in the West [ndies. ' One day he re- 
ceived news that his wife had died. 
He promised that he would still 
provide for the two children, but 
failed to do so, and all trace of him 
was lost. Thus the burden of their 
upbringing fell on the grandmother. 
Beinfr too podr to care for them .'as 
she felt they should he cared for, 
she asked The Salvation Army's aid 
in locating 'the father. " : 

A Thjee-Years' Search 

For three years The Army search- 
ed for him, and at last he was'.found.'

It lias Ions been recognized that 
cerlain Minds of food arc always ne* 
eessary to maintain the strength and 
productive or combative energy 6i 
human beings. It has also -been 
fcnown that certain foods are neces- 
sary under certain. conditions or in 
cerlain climates, while others may. in 
such circumstances become less re- 
quisite. But owing lo lack of scien- 
tific, study, progress was very slow.
